Five hundera men and women were 
in the structure when the flames 
started. They stmpeded to the 
streets by stairways and fire escapes. 
More than a score finding themselves 
trapped on the second floor fire es- 
cape, leaped to the street. Four of 
these, two boys and two girls, are 
dying. Others were seen to rush back 
into the flames, 

Vincenzo Kargul, an employee of 
one of the firms occupying the build- 
ng, climbed down the fire escape 
with his clothing ablaze. He said @ 
sheet of flame swept through the fac- 
ory, and he feared several of his 
shopmates had been peo PEAT: to death.

JURYMANS 
ATTACKED A 
BLOTTER 


Attorney Arnold, for Frank, Says 
Juror Planned to Get on Panel 
to Hang Accused. 


A recess in the hearing on a 
new trial for Leo M. Frank was 
taken at 3:45 o’elock Saturday 
afternoon as Attorney Reuben 
Arnold was in the midst of a 
scathing denunciation of A. H. 
Henslee, who, the lawyer de- 
elared, had lain in wait in cold 
blood to get on the jury that he 
might use his influence in con- 
victing the defendant. 

“He got there for no other 
purpose,’ asserted the lawyer. 
“The affidavits show that Hens- 
lee deliberately went into the 
jury box with his mind poisoned 
against, Frank and that the. virns. 
of his prejudice very easily might 
have spread to other members of 
the jury.’’ 

Attorney Arnold laid great stress 
upon the fact that a great outbreak 
of cheering and shouting had taken 
place about the courtroom before the 
polling of the verdict had been com- 
pleted. He declared that Judge Roan 
under the law must give the defend- 
ant a new trial on this ground, if 
there were no others to be considered. 
He held, and read legal citations to 
support his contention, that a verdict 
is not complete until every man has 
been polled and that the verdict was 
vitiated “by the savages who stood 
outside on the street and shouted and 
cried for blood and leaped with joy 
because a man was to be condemned 
to death.” 

Arnold's reasons and narration of 
the facts of the case repeatedly were 
illumined by blazes of wrathful de- 
nunciation of the manner in which 
the case against Frank had been con. 
ducted by Solicitor General Dorsey, 
and of the “scowling, vicious crowd.” 
which he represented as crying like 
ravening wolves for the life of the 
defendant. 

“All the Solicitor had to do,” he 
shouted, “was to pour blood down 
their throats and they were satisfied.” 

He charged Dorsey with playing to 
the grandstand; with corrupting and 
warping the evidence so as to draw 
the most ridiculous and fantastic con- 
clusions with which to gull the jurors, 
and with belng a party to the gigan- 
tic conspiracy to send an innocent 
man to the gibbet, 

“The jury,” he observed, ‘was per- 
fectly willing to swallow anything-— 
the more improbable and grotesque, 
the better. No evidence was worth a 
bauble before that scowling, vielous 
mob. They were, pack of wolves 
thirsting for blood.” 

Says Dorsey Misrepresented. 

“Did you ever hear of a case,"’ Ar- 
nold asked, “where so many outside 
things entered to damn a man? The 
Solicitor was willing to use any 
means, no matter how unfair, to con- 
vict this man. Russia tsn’t much 
worse than this, The Solicitor was 
a party to the inquisition which was 
forced on Minola McKnight. Ilegal 
methods were used to get this hys- 
terical negro woman to agree to the 
horrible story her husband had fixed 
up. And this was after the Solicitor 
already had one affidavit from her in 
which she denied every detail of that 
fabrication of her husband's, 

“The Solicitor defiantly admitted 
that he did it and was proud of It. 
But he and the detectives committed 
a crime against her so great that if 
she had taken a pistol and killed ev- 
ery one of them, manslaughter would 
have been the worst charge that 
could have been lodged against her.

“lt takes thirteen jurors to mur- 
der a man in cold blood in Georgia,” 
exclaimed Arnold, addressing the 
eourt. “The trial judge has to ap- 
prove the verdict brought in by the 
twelve jurors. This puts a terrible 
responsibility onto the judge. With 
his superior experience and his thor- 
ough knowledge of law, he is in a 
| much better position to weigh accu- 
rately and intelligently th. evidence 
which has been submitted. 

“A&A judge once said that it was up 
to the jury to decide whom to believe, 
but the Superior Court did not ap- 
| prove this evasion of plain duty on 
the part of the trial judge. 

“This is a most unusual case. There 
have been murders before and there 
| will be after this. The example of 
| Gain will be followed until the end 
of time. You may pick up the news- 
papers any day and read of these 
crimes. They do not mitigate this 
murder in the least. The crime at 
the pencil factory was as atrocious as 
any in the history of the Staje. 

“But the intense feeling o¥er this 
crime grows out of something else 
than its mere atrocity. You have 
got to hunt down under the surface, 
but you have to seratch down just 
a little before you find that it is the 
same old cause that has run down 
through the ages. 

Cites Russian Trial. 

“About the only parallel in recent 
times is going on to-day in the holy 
city of Kieff, Russia, where they 
are trying Mendel Beiliss, a Russian 
Jew, for the ‘ritual murder’ of a 13- 
yeargold boy. It’s a case on which 
the @ivilized world looks aghast and 
with horror. Everyone knows that 
it’s all a lie and a diabolical persecu- 
tion. The boy was killed. There is 
ho doubt of that. But that he was 
kiNled by Beiliss as a victim of the 
so-called ‘ritual murder,’ which, as a 
matter of fact, exists only in the 
imagination of the persecutors of the 
Jews, is an infamous ie, as tae world 
knows. 

“As strange as is this travesty on 
justice in progress in Kieff, Russia, it 
is no stronger than the trial which 
was enacted in our own city of At- 
lanta last August. The charges are 
no more ridiculous and fantastic than 
those brought against this young man 
here. 

“We have had to contend against 
two hydraheaded propositions which 
confront us at every turn—prejudice 
and ignorance—the twin evils. We 
have had to contend with the spirit of 
the mob. This is no idle dream. It 
is a fact of which your honor is well 
aware. 

Courts, Not Public, to Judge. 

“The courts are organized to be ex- 
perts, not the public. The public 
doesn’t hear the whole thing thrashed 
out. They are not in a position to 
appreciate the merits of a case, no 
matter how much they want to do 
the right thing. The law is receiving 
a critical test right now. I've trem- 
bled more for the law than ever be- 
fore. I have thought that the law 
has been more on trial than Leo 
Frank. : 

“We have been so circumvented and 
hedged about by hatred and prejudice 
that their influence constantly has 
been felt in the courtroom where a 
man was guaranteed a fair and im- 
partial trial. The day when such a 
condition can not exist will come 
soon. It's here now with the enlight- 
ened citizens of the State and even 
somewhat with the benighted. 

“We've got the best people on earth 
right here in this Southland. We 
really are the only American people. 
It will not be long before we are com- 
pletely divested of all this prejudice, 
hut this time, I am sorry to say, is 
not yet here, if one may judge by 
what occurred at the courthouse dur- 
ing the trial last August, when mobs 
were pushing their way into the 
courtroom to misbehave, when peo- 
We rejoiced and smiled and threw up 
their caps in delight because a man 
was condemned to death. 
| “I don't believe there is another 
| case on record that a wretch con- 
fessed to witnessing the commission 
of a crime against nature and lied in 
each of four successive affidavits on 
material points in his story, where 
his evidence would have been taken 
against that of a sheep-killing dog.

Even the forbearance of a meek, 
mild-mannered, forgiving husband

Shih Kal has issued a proclamation 
claiming the right to have a repre- 
sentative on the committee that is 
drafting the constitution, the right to 
appoint and dismiss cabinet mem- 
bers without the assembly’s ratifica- 
tion, and the right to promulgate all 
laws, including the constitution. This 
amounts to claiming an unrestricted 
veto power. 

He asserts further that he has the 
right to regulate the official system, 
the right to appoint ail high offictals 
without the assembly's concurrence, 
the right to draw moneys from the 
treasury when the assembly is not in 
session, and also the right to issue 
proclamations haying the force of} 
laws when the assembly is not in ses- 
sion.

Away back in 1887," Mr. Jones 


-aié, “thé labor party incorporated in 
its national platform a plank stand- 
ng forsthe equal rights of women. 
From that day to this the Federation 
Labor has stood firmly for the 
movetnent looking to equal. suffrage.” 

Mr, Jones referred specifically to 
he “million and a quarter’ of indus- 
rial women in American, who actual- 
y “weed the ballot.” They needed it, 
ne said, to protect their own welfare; 
\o obtain better conditions, better 
wage laws, better working hours. He 
‘osed with the prediction that equal 
suffrage soon would be enjoyed by 
he women of Georgia. 

The Rev. Hugh K. Walker, pastor of 
tne First Presbyterian Church, and 
recently a citizen of California, re- 
‘iawed the work in the Golden State 
since the adoption of equal suffrage. 

“There are better laws on the books 
there than ever before.” he asserted.

Persistent reports that Huerta has 
Planned a coup to remain in power as 
dictator seemed to have confirmation 
in the following paragraph of his 
Statement to the diplomats: 

“If the electors should vote for me 
and I should receive a majority of the 
votes, I would not accept such a re- 
sult but declare the election null and 
void.” 

If the election should be declared 
aull and void, Huerta would remain 
in power as dictator, just as he is 
now. With Diaz out of the-contest 
and with the election practically in 
Huerta’s control, the astute politician 
in the national palace could attain 
practically any end he desired. 

In the beginning of his address to 
the diplomats. Huerta said: 

“All candidates for President will 
receive full and equal protection.” 
This is an excellent excuse for sur- 
rounding every polling place with 
troops on Sunday, 

Grave rumors involving the safety 
of Felix Diaz at Vera Cruz were cir- 
culated in Mexice City to-day. He 
had notified his friends that he would 
arrive there about 10 a. m., and ye 
he fafled to do so the ne ro 
quickly spread that something had 
happened to him. 


Bryan Asks Details 
Of Holding of Ship. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Govern- 
ment wheels turned rapidly to-day to 
provide protection for Americans in 
Mexico. 

Secretary of State Bryan cabled 
Consul Canada at Vera Cruz asking 
for immediate details concerning the 
detention by a Mexican gunboat of 
the Ward line steamer Morro Castle, 
on which Mrs. John Lind, wife of the 
President’s special envoy in Mexico, 
ig a passenger. 

It is expected that the Morro Casile 
incident would make the basis of a 
sharp note to the Mexican govern- 
ment as soon as President\Wilson has 
had an opportunity to review the case. 
None of the administration officials 
would discuss the incident to-day 
pending a detailed report from Envoy 
Lind which is believed to be on its 
way to the State Department. 

Upon receipt of information to-day 
that several of Genera] Felix Diaz's 
aides have been arrested and are im- 
prisoned at Vera Cruz by the military 
authorities, Secretary Bryan instruct- 
ed Charge O'Shaughnessy at Mexice 
City to endeavor to obtain a falr 
trial for the prisoners. 

Secretary Bryan returned to Wash- 
ington from New Jersey early in the 
day. It ig possible that he may aban- 
don his stumping tour of Maryland 
tnis week and next !n order to “be on 
the lid” in the absence of President 
Wilson on his Southern trip. The 
President will be in Philadelphia to- 
morrow, and leaves that night for 
Mobile, Ala. He will not return to 
Washington until Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday. 


Huerta Enemy Once 
Filed on Liner Held. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Officials of 
the Ward steamship line to-day got 
their first definite information regard- 
ing the detention of the steamer 
Morro Castle by the Mexican authori- 
ties at Vera Cruz, in the following 
cablegram from Archibald Robinson, 
agent at Vera Cruz: 

“Collector of port and district Judge 
holding Moro Castle with captain, 
passengers, nails and freight.

accepted the invitation of Warden 
Moyer to inspect the prison, 

The letter goes into detail about 
the workings of the prison, praising 
especially the food-making facilities, 
the solitary cells, and commends the 
arrangement for baths for prisoners. 

“We were allowed to sample the 
bread in the bake shop,” the

Labor Editor and Other Speakers 
Boost Women’s Suffrage at 
Big Meeting. 


Atlanta advocates of equal suffrage 
were still talking Saturday morning 
about the remarkable address made 
Friday night by Jerome Jones, edit 
of The Journal of Labor, at a me 
ing of the Atlanta Equal Suffrage As 
sociation at the Hotel Ansley. 

Mr, Jones asserted flatly that the 
boasted “Southern chivalry" was 
false, when it prescribed giving up a 
seat to a woman in a crowded street 
car, or raising the hat in an eleva-

tor, and yet denied to woman tha 
right of the ballot, 
“Away back in 1887,” Mr. Jores 


said, ‘the labor party incorporated i; 
its national platform a plank stand- 
ing for the equal rights of women 
From that day to this the Federation 
of Labor has steod firmly for the 
movement looking to equal suffrage,” 

Mr. Jones referred specifically to 
the “million and a quarter” of indus- 
trial women in American, who actual] 
ly “need the ballot.” They needed it 
he said, to protect their own welfare: 
to obtain better conditions, better 
wage laws, better working hours. He 
cloned with the prediction that equa! 
suffrage soon would be enjoyed hy 
the women of Georgia. ‘ 

The Rev. Hugh K. Walker, pastor of 
the First Presbyterian Church, and 
recently a citizen of California, re- 
viewed the work in the Golden State 
since the adoption of equal suffrage. 

“There are better laws on the books 
there than ever before,” he asserted, 
“There is the law limiting the work- 
ing hours of women to eight hours a 
day; the abolition of the dives and 
brothels of the big citles—all that im. 
provement is due to the influence of 
the women of California, expressed by 
the ballot.” 

The Rev. J. Wade Conklin referred 
to Hall Caine’s recent work, “The 
Woman Thou Gavest Me,” as the 
strongest argument for equal suffrage 
yet advanced. The Rey. Fred A, Line, 
in an interetsing talk, spoke of the 
work accomplished in Kansas since 
that State voted for equal suffrage. 
Miss Katherine Koch, secretary of the 
association, read a lone list of names 
of new members, and Mrs. Mary lL. 
McLendon, president of the State Suf- 
frage Association, commended the in- 
terest in the work shown locally

BIG PROFIT oALES 
ON EVE OF REPORT 


Freer Offerings On Weak Cables 
and Warmer Weather—Spot 
People Active Buyers. . 


NEW YORK, Oct, 24.—While the 
weather map showed generai rains over 
the central and eastern belt, which 
would have ordinarily been construed as 
bullish, the feeling by many was that 
the market is tec hnically in a position 
for a reaction, together with Liverpool 
cables much lower than expected, first 
prices here were at a net decline of 5 
to 10 points from Thursday's final. 

After the call there was an avalanche 
of cotton dumped upon the market and 
the list increased its decline 14 to 17 
points. The weakness was attributed to 
predictions for warm weather In the 
western and favorable conditions gen- 
erally during the next 24 hours. The 
South, ring professionals, joined in the 
selling movement and so did some com- 
mission houses, which was said to be 
catching stop orders, 

‘Trading, however, was less active 
than for some time, but bull leaders ex- 
pressed confidence that the market 
would go still higher than it did when 
October reached 14.22 Thursday and 
Docember 14.05 and advised their friends 
to stay off the short side. 

Weakness in Liverpool was explained 
by Habersham King confirming his crop 
estimate of 15,750,000 bales since the 
frost. However, his figures are consid- 
ered a joke here and had practically no 
effect on the market. Evening up ac- 
counts, pending the Government's gin- 
nings report Saturday at 9 a. m., was 
partly responsible for the decline here. 

Bulls succeeded in boosting prices to 
the initial range during the early fore- 
noon through active buying by the large 
spot interests. This was fhe real sup- 
port given the market to-day. 

The ginnings to October 18 are ex- 
pected to be near 6,900,000 bales, which 
would show an increase over last year 
and rule near those of two years ago 

In conservative quarters the belief 1s 
that the movement will begin to fall 
off as the season advances, owing to 
the material damage by recent frosts 
and excessive rains. The heavy move- 
ment at present is due to premature 
opening of bolls and rush picking and 
marketing of the staple. After this re- 
port is out of the way other reports 
will dikely confirm, small crop views, al-

The total visible suply of American 
eotton gained 361,288 bales, going to 
3,878,791 bales, compared with an in- 
crease of 319,117 bales a year ago for 
the same time, against an increase of 
222,460 bales for the same week in 1911. 

That the spot situation is healthy is 
further attested by the fact that spin- 
ning interests took 402,0000 bales during 
he week, bringing the total up to 2,022,- 
000 bales so far this season. 

To date the movement into-sight has
